House cabinet rotm . 


Johnson brought a five-man 
team of federal m ediators into 
the discussion to help the p a r­ 
ties reach a solution but em ­ 
phasized they would not “ cast 
their weight on either side.” 


Johnson’s sta tem en t had an 
optimistic 
tone 
but 
he 
cau­ 
tioned both sides: 
“ if we are 
unable to get a solution we will 
follow dem ocratic processes and 
find other m ean s.” 


This was an oblique reference 
to the possibility that the ad ­ 
ministration m ight once again 
ask congress for legislation to
